I heartil> endorse the constitution 


fur the proposed state of Oklahoma. A 
careful study of its provisions indicates 
to one the nature of the powers grantei 
and of the demands and prohibition 
made on the state legislature. Because 
that constitution is full am) elaborate; 
because it minutely details the rights' 
of the people, points out with more 
particularity than other state constitu- 
tions do what shall be done and what 
shall not be done, it is meeting with 
criticism from certam sources. But the 
! criticism emenates chiefly from parti- 
san republicans and those interests 
who yearn for special privileges and 
fsar surveitance and regulation at the 
h*nds of the law as administered by 
honest officers in the effort to give all 
men equal rights and equal opportunity. 


To be a good one that constitution 


had to be a long document. 
Likewise 


to carry out the lofty spirit and the 
mandates of that constitution! it will 
be necessary for the first legislature, 
building upon the statutes of Oklahoma, 
to enact laws on manifold subjects and 
tn go deep into legislative details. 


Space and regard for the time of the 


reader forbids my treatment ol any- 
thing like all the measures demanding 
the first legjslatme't attention 
How- 


ever, I want ht-re briefly to mention 
i.umu subjects for legislation which I 
deem of paramount interest to the pen. 
pie, and to indicate what I, if elect**]. 


every department of the government 
to be economical in its expenditures. 
If elected a member of the first legis- 
lature, I pledge my utmost vigilance to 
see not merely that there is no waste- 
ful extravagance tolerated, but further, 
that all appropriations shall be held 
down to the very minimum that will 
permit the running of the government 
machinery, 


The legislator should be more careful 


in appropriating the public money than 
he weuld were it his own. Too often 
there is extravagance—to the depletion 
of the people's coffers. 


TAX AND REVENUE. 


The Constitution provides that the 


advalorem tax shall in no event be 
more than 30 1-2 mills. It is to be de- 
sired that this maximum tax rate may 
never need be assessed and collected 
from the people of this state. 


I believe in a conservative and econ- 


omically administered government, but 
withal progressive; steadfastly bearing 
in mind that true progress should be 
synonymous with real prosperity, and 
that the only safe and desirable pros- 
perity is that produced first and fore- 
most among the laboring and producing 
people of our country. 


The constitution permits the legisla- 


ture to provide for taxes on license, 
inheritance, franchis0, gross revenue, 
intangible assets, income and legacy, 
etc. 
A legislative enactment provid-

becomes a public servant. 


When I announced my candidacy for 


the state senate, I had settled the 
question fully that should I be elected 
all my energy and ability should be 
given to the performance of its duties. 


The people will judge the character 


of my qualifications and pass on the 
worthiness of my career. They are to 
estimate the value of my services in 
the past to my party in behalf of my 
neighbors and to the proposed state. 
This done, they will look further and 
determine whether I am advocating 
those principles wich if embodied into 
the laws of this state will more com- 
pletely' extend to them their exact 
rights, that of equal oppoitunity. 


He who holds a legislative office is 


entrusted with powers of vital and far- 
reaching 
importance. 
Officers 
like 


sheriff and treasurer are important.but 
their duties are ministerial in charac- 
ter, carefully defined and limited by 
law. A member of the legislature, 
while governed to an extent by limita- 


I tions of the state and Federal constitu- 
tions, is accorded still a very wide lati- 
tude of discretion and initiative in the 
performance of his duties. Such is the 
latitude of his powers and the far- 
reaching effect of his activity, that he 
should be imbued with genuine patriot- 
ism and with the profoundeat love for 
his fellow man. 
Furthormore no man 


should be entrusted with such an office 
unless he has clear cut ideas and con- 
victions on questions, of public concern, 
and unless he has weighing on his mind 
and wishes to frame into law certain 
measures for the betterment of the 
people. 


1 heartil> endorse the constitution 


for the proposed state of Oklahoma. A 
careful study of its provisions indicates 
| to one the nature of the powers granted 
and of the demands and prohibitions 
made on the state legislature. Because 
fchat constitution is full and elaborate; 
because it minutely details the rights 
of the people, points out with more 
particularity than other state constitu- 
tions do what shall be done and what 
shall not be done, it is meeting with 
criticism from certam sources. But the 
j criticism emenates chiefly from parti- 
j satt republicans and those interests 


who yearn for special privileges and 
fear surveil&nce and regulation at the 
lifcnds of the taw as administered by 
honest officers in the effort to give all 
men equal rights and equal opportunity. 


To be a good one that constitution 


had to be a long document. 
Likewise 


U> carry out the lofty spirit and the 
mandates of that constitution! it will 
be necessary for the first legislature, 
building upon the statutes of Oklahoma, 
to enact laws on manifold subjects and 
to go deep into legislative details. 


Space and regard for the time of the 


reader forbids my treatment ol any- 
thing like all the measures demanding 
the first logjslutme't attention How- 
ever, I want hfru briefly to mention 
tumie bubjeets for legislation which I 
deem of paramount interest to the peo- 
ple, and to indicate what 1, if eleeU'd. 
would urge to be done.

every department of the government 
to be economical in its expenditures. 
If elected a member of the first legis- 
lature, I pledge my utmost vigilance to 
see not merely that there is no waste- 
ful extravagance tolerated, but further, 
that all appropriations shall be held 
down to the very minimum that will 
permit the running of the government 
machinery. 


The legislator should be more careful 


in appropriating the public money than 
he weuld were it his own. Too often 
there is extravagance—to the depletion 
of the people's coffers. 


TAX AND REVENUE. 


The Constitution provide* that the 


advalorem tax shall in no event be 
more than 30 1-2 mills. It is to be de- 
sired that this maximum tax rate may 
never need be assessed and collected 
from the people of this state. 


I believe in a conservative and econ- 


omically administered government, but 
withal progressive; steadfastly bearing 
in mind that true progress should be 
synonymous with real prosperity, and 
that the only safe and desirable pros- 
perity is that produced first and fore- 
most among the laboring and producing 
people of our country. 


The constitution permits the legisla- 


ture to provide for taxes on license, 
inheritance, franchis", gross revenue, 
intangible assets, income and legacy, 
etc. 
A legislative enactment provid- 


ing for the 
collection of taxes on 


these classes of interests would most 
substantially reduce"the advalorem tax 
requirement, which would be other- 
wise, and take from the rank and file 
of the people a burden and place it 
where it could more easily (and justly 
too) be carried. 


Deliberately, with due regard for 


antagonistic interests, believing in the 
principle. I commit myself to the ac- 
tive and conscientious advocacy of such 
classes of taxes. 


As corporate wealth increases and 


natural resources are developed, the 
rate of 
taxation 
to the moderate 


property owner will decrease and the 
expenses of the machinery of our gov- 
ernment will in greater measure be 
properly transferred to the corpora- 
tions. Heretofore in this country as 
in no other,. the corporations have 
ruled and the people have paid the 
bills. But, now, since we have such a 
splendid .constitution with -its already 
famous provision governing corpora- 
tions and its initiative and referendum 
feature, the people may more nearly 
rale and the corporations pay the bills. 


I believe in the protection and en- 


couragement of honest capital, but I 
,am positive in the belief that all invest- 
ment enjoying opportunities through 
governmental protection should pay to 
the government a commensurate re- 
turn for such protection. Oklahoma 
only partly developed is greater in 
wealth of resources than the average 
state. Those of us who have lived in 
the Territory for some time and wit- 
nessed such marvelous development 
under most unsatisfactory conditions 
can readily estimate that now, when 
we are to haw just political treatment, 
with what rapid hoadwaj there will be 
secured agricultural and commercial 
advancement. 
There is no need ot
